ing, which are of daily and needful Uſe, and therefore 
ought to be principally eſteemed by them, who are 
perſuaded, that the greater Profit is to be choſen be : 

And, in truth, there is no part of Li- 
terature which has been more cultivated, or has re; 
ceived more univerſal Applauſe both from the Learn= 
ed and the Unlearned: For a Man is never better 
fatisfied, than when by reading the Virtues or Miſcar-

The firſt, you 
know, reports the Actions of Commanders of King- 
doms and Cities, or of Kings and Nations; and 0 
laſt the Affairs which paſſed formerly among the He- 
brews, and ſince our Saviour's Birth among the Chri- 
ſtians, as far as Religion is concerned in them. Of

cleſiaſtical Hiſtory of Chriſtians, the firſt Period of 
which is only to be found in the New Teſtament:

Preferments, oppoſed them to the 5 and ac- 
counted the Teachers of this Faith as impious and ir- 
religious Perſons; neither could Men illiterate and 
rude ſtrike out a Doctrine of the moſt conſummate 
Wiſdom, and which far excelled all the Inv entions of 
Human Wit. They have not, like Plato and Xeno- 
pbon, the Scholars of Socrates, publiſhed their Ma- 
ſter's Sayings and Actions in a beautiful and elegant 
Stile, or endeavoured to render them more credible. 
by laboured2 Arguments and Reaſonings. But they 


have expreſſed themſelves nakedly, without the Or- 


naments of Rhetorick, with which the Learned uſu- 
ally impoſed on the Vulgar; and have even omitted 
frequently the Circumſtances of Times and Perſons, 
which are commonly mentioned in order to add Cre- 
dit to the Hiſtory; and their Diction is ſuch through 
the Whole, that there is nothing in it to pleaſe, be- 
fides the Excellence and Dignity of the Things they 
offer. So great was their Confidence in Truth! It
